By Former Envoy 
Joseph Grew 


Chicago. (ZP)— Joseph C. Grew, 
forme rambassador to Tokyo, says 
that Japanese emperor - worship 
could become an asset in keeping I 
the peace and suggested it might : 
be well to have post-war 
Japan 
run by “ a peace-seeking ruler not 
controlled by the m ilitary.” 
W hile Grew, now a special as­ 
sistant to Secretary of State Hull, 
emphasized that he was speaking 
only for himself, this was the first 
implication that any state depart- j 
ment official that a member of the 
Japanese 
royal fam ily might be 
called on to aid in forming a new 
Japanese government 
once 
the 
m ilitary clique around the throne 
ha-* been defeated. 
Grew spoke before the Illinois 
Education association. 
He said he knows some people 
in this country regard Shintoism, 
involving 
emperor - worship, 
as 
“ the root of all evil in Japan.” but 
that he disagrees. 
He 
said 
the 
Japanese people are easily led and 
could be turned to the ways 
of 
peace by an emperor so 
inclined 
and not controlled by the m ilitary. 
Grew said the proper attitude 
to take in the re-education of Ja p ­ 
an is “ a helpful, cooperative, com­ 
mon sense spirit, devoid of brow­ 
beating 
or 
vindictiveness, with 
emphasis laid upon what the Ja p ­ 
anese would have to gain by play­ 
ing the game with the rest of the 
world.” 
After the lojig w ar has ended in 
decisive victory, he said, we would 
be wise to 
"o ffe r tho J a p a n e s e 
people hope for the future.” 
If the United N a t i o n s place "a 
fe n c e around Jap an and let 
her 
stew in her own juice.” he added, 
"they would be creating a fester­ 
ing sore with permanent explosive 
tendencies.”
